Gull company

Mr, Tnurston sud: “As the result of
friendly nerotiations botween the olcers
of the government and the parties interpsted
ju the receivership of the Unfon Pacifie
system o satisfuctory agrecment has been
rouchied under which the government will
flle ita petition Monday morning in the
Unltea States court, in effect ratifying the
recolvership and asking for the appointment
of two additionnl receivers.

I anily Agreed Upon.

“The persons ngreed upen are J. W, Doane
ot Chivagoe aud I, K Ooudert of New York
City, boih of high standing and reputstion
throughout the ecountry. Mr. Doane is one
of the principal bankers of Chicago, dnd is
at present o government direotor of the
Union Pacific company. Mr. Coudert is one
of the leading lawyers of New York City,
and roprescuted the government of tho
Upived States before the Bering Sea Inter-
national teibunal. The entire personnel of
the receivership as thus constituted fur-
mishes abundant evidencn that all  per-
sons  Interestod  in the stocka  nand
securities of all thn dilforent
ronds i the Unlon Pacific system,
inolnding the interests of the government,
will be fully protected ana fuirly doall with
nnd the properties will be opernted und ad-
ministered (o o rensonable and conservative
manner. ‘I'his nction looks toward the re-
organization of the properties in such n man-
ner ns 1o detl fairly and justly with all bona-
holders and in & way W proctect the best in-
teresta of the government concerniog its
debt, Such n reovganiztion conld only be
effected by help of congrossional legisiation,
the detais of which hnve not yel even been
considered.

Simiiar Actlon Elsswhere.

“Similar action wall be taken in all of tho
courts where receivers have boen appointed
and undoubtedly within a very fow doys all
five of the recervers will be prepured to act
together,

“I am not prepared to make any officinl
statement, but it has been the generdl
understanding thut Mr, 8 H. H, Clark
would econtinue to direct his practical man-.
ngement and operation of the lines, and that
Mr. Oliver W, Mink would continue to
direct all nccounting motters. In fact, the
potition of the governmont states thay tho
entire time and services of one roceiver will
be necessary in directing the management
of the propevty and the eéntire time and
servicos of unother in ddmwinstoring the ac-
counts, and that thereby o necessity arises
for the appointmont of additionsl receivers
in order that the work of administering the
trust may bo fully provided for and the in-
terests of nil partics, including the govern-
mentl, protected. Uoe five receivers will
rieally act as o board of directors for the
aaministration of the properties,

Thinks It Will Satisary Congress.

“*The receivers have opened an office at 36
Wall stroet, New York City, whera Mr, E.
Eilery Anderson will probably remain most

fthe time. [ think this action, assented lo

yall the parties in interest, will thoroughly
satisly congress nod the country thar it 1s
the purpose of the Union Pacille and  its
npxiliary companies to deal with the problem
of the governmont debt in the fairest possi-
blo mannor, and it is hoped that this receiver-
ship will finally result in n complete re-
organization of the ontire system in such a
maoner as o deal fairly with all the bond-
hotders and with the pgovernment without
compelling the owners of the differont mort-
gages on the different lines to foreclose their
Hens, which would undoubtedly result in
disintegration of  the property, the
destruction of p very lnrge pirt of its value
as o whole, and in all probability the loss to
the Unitod Stutes of nearly or quite its on-
tire debt.*

HAILWAY MAILL SERVICE,

saperinternaent White's Aonnanl Heoport—
His Besommondntions.

Wasnisaron, Nov. 12 —Goneral Superin-
tendent White of the rallway mail service
has mado his annual repore. At the close
of the fiscal yvear maiis were being carried
on 100052 miles of raalway, for which 8,059
oars wore used, with 6417 rallway clerks,
There were handled during the year 10.2386,-
814,015 pieces of mail matter. This is an
incroase over 1884 of 4088 por cent, while
the inorease in the number of clerks is but
13,86 por cont.  For clerks’ salarios the next
yvenr £,150,000 18 ssked, and an appropria-
tion of &5,004,000 for postal cnrsis recom-
menided.,  The superinteéndent urges sama
provision be made for the families of postal
clerks killed in railroad acceidents,

Heo renews previous recommendations that
the salaries of the clerks be incrensed ; also,
that thers bo o force of 150 auxilinry olerks
at salaries of 850 a year each, in nddition to
what they may beable to earn ns substi-
tutes. Ile also wants the muail coars and
tenders of engines vestibuled for the safety
of tho employes,

A special feature of the report Is the reg-
ommendntion of a bill making it a wmisde-
meanor for an individusl or corporation to
interfere with the privilege of any train
enrrying malls, and providing any person or
representiative of an orzanization or nasocin-
tion obstructing the muils shall be fined and
imprisoned for esch offense,
